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PUBLIC GAMING, AND LOTTERIES. 

Commonting on the appointment in the Straits 
of a Commission to enquire into tho quostion of 
public gaming and public lotterios; and ag to the 
bost moans oF doaling with tho samo, the Straite 
Times says:—Tho Commiasiouces have s difficult 
task hefore tham. Thoy have to poiut aut tha 
dost, modo of dealing with « viva whioh .is spa? 
oiglly injuriows to tho native and Chinesg sections 
of thé community, and at the anus timo-to take 
caro tg avoid recommending class legislation. 
The law ag it at-prosent stands. prohibits public 
gaming’ and pnblic lotteries altogether, bat is 


"| silont on thd subject of privata gaming and pri- 


vate lotteries.’ The effect of this is to forca the 
natives and Chinose to gamble in their own houses 
or in olubs which can, scarcely be distinguished 
from public places. ‘If an ordinance wera passed. 
gudiciently comprehensive to apply to olubs, it 
would nocesaarily apply to Huropsan Clubs where 
gaming to some extent is habitually indulgod in. 
his would bo going beyond tha law of Hagland 
which pormitagaming in private houwsand clubs.
